A detailed plan to speed the re­ 
turn of long overdue books to the 
East Orange Public Library was 
prepared yesterday. 
The new three-step plan for re­ 


plenishing the library’s shelves 
came about after the 14 persons 
arrested earlier in the week let 
it be known they thought the po­ 
lice action was a bit drastic. 
Twelve 
of 
them 
were 
fined 
from $10 to $25 and two W'orc ac­ 
quitted. Two others still face ar­ 
raignment Most had been hauled 
to the police station late at night 
and some spent the night in jail 


when they failed to raise bail 
money. 


The American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU-) cried foul and said 
the action smacked of the police 
state. 
City Officials Meet 


The new plan was devised at 
a citv hall meeting between May­ 
or James VV. Kelly Jr.. Police 


Chief John McGinty, City Counsel 
William Brach and Police Com­ 
missioner Lloyd Atkins. 
The upshot of the conference 
was a three-stage plan for police 
to follow against violators of an 
ordinance passed last September. 
Under the plan police must first 
telephone the delinquent book bor­ 
rower and give him two days to 
get to court. If that fails, police 


must 
it the offender’s home 
“between the reasonable hours of 
8 a m. and 8 p.m.” and give him 
verbal warning to get to court 
within three days. 
“If both warnings have been ig­ 
nored. police must wait 72 hours 
and then they are permitted to 
take any steps necessary to make 
arrests at any time,” Kelly said. 


Harold L. Roth, the library di­ 
rector. has signed 39 complaints 
against alleged library scofflaws. 
“My responsibility as a public 
employee.. .makes 
it 
necessary 
to consider the needs of the ma­ 
jority of the citizens and taxpay­ 
ers at all 
times,” 
Roth 
said. 
“When irresponsible persons in­ 
fringe on the public 
rights of 


their fellow citizens, some action 
must be taken.” 
He said the library had made 
numerous attempts to get the 
books back. 
Roth said one aftermath of the 
furor raised by the midnight ar­ 
rests was a sudden upswing in 
the number of overdue books now 
being returned, some of them due 
back in 1957.

Dillon forecast the nation would 
wind up the fiscal year ending 
June 30 about $1 billion in the 
red. 
The Treasury secretary, how- 
j ever, declined to comment on the 
prospects for fiscal 1961, starting 
July I. He said President Kenne­ 
dy would disclose in two or three 
weeks results of a high-level budg­ 
et review now in progress. 
Deficit Likely 
Government sources said pri­ 
vately that signs pointed to an­ 
other deficit next year. They em­ 
phasized its size would depend 
greatly on how quickly the econ­ 
omy recovers from the present 
business slump. 
Dillon also told his first news 
conference there would be no anti 
recession tax cut if economic sta­ 
tistics m April pointed to a busi 
ness pickup in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. 
He said a tax cut would be in 
order, however, if the economy 
proved to be in a “ steep de­ 
cline.” Kennedy has ruled out a 
tax reduction now. but has said 
he woiild take another look at the 
.'ituation in April.

Dillon

Receipts from withholding taxes
